the face that the fact is. labor is so 
much cheaper elsewhere everything 
which is dependant upon it can drive 
our labor out of the market 


What the Convention can do 01 
will do .when it is assembled it re 
mains to be seen. 
T o reduce the 
price ot labor will almost seem like 
cutting the throats of the mechanic 
and laborer. 
In the east it has been 
done to such a degree that riots have 
been caused by it. 
T o apply the 
remedy of too strong a competition 
brings on 
something 
which seems 
worse. 
Under 
any circumstances 
the Convention must prove of benefit 
to the whole community and in some 


way the efforts of the 
manufacturers 
and labor organizations 
will bring 
forward some suggestions that will 
help the working interest out of it; 
present difficulties.

COMPENSATION. 


Section 14. The members of the 
Board of Trustees shall receive no 
compensation whatever, except while 
acting as a Board of Equalization; 
provided, that the President of the 
Board of Trustees, may receive such 
compensation as the Board of Trus 
tees may by ordinance determine. 


The members of the Board of Kdu 
cation shall receive no compensation 
whatever. 


The Treasurer, Assessor, Auditor, 
Attorney, Engineer, Marshal, Super 
intendent of Streets and Clerk shall 
severally receive, at stated times, a 
compensation, to be fixed by ordin­ 
ance by the Board of Trustees, which 
compensation shall hot be increased 
or diminished after their/election, or 
dnrtng their several terras of office. 


* Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to prevent 
1 the Board of 
Trustees 
from 
fixing 
such sevtral 
amounts 
of compensation, 
in the

In answer to the question proposed 
in Monday's issue of the GAZETTE we 
can now reply, "We are not Silu 
rians." 
The majority of voters resid­ 
ing here have by a very decided bal­ 
lot said that the -town shall be pro 
gressive. 
'They have decided thai 
the present style of government does 
not answer the purposes of building 
up the town 
Many other 
things 
have also been decided, all of which 
are 
fully enumerated in the new 
Freeholders' 
Charter. 
It is to be 
understood that the good 
work is nol 
fully completed, nor will it be until 
the 
Legislature 
takes final 
action 
upon it. With proper parties to take 
charge of the business there is no 
doubt but it can be finished up as 
quick as the Oaklanders pushed thei 
business through the same course but 
a few weeks since. 


When the charter is fully confirmed 
the time commences for the peopl 
to look among themselves and find 
out who to select to fill the various 
offices under the new regime. 


The first election will take place 
on the second Monday in May (13th) 


1895. 
A second election will take 
place on the second Monday ol 
April in each odd year. 
There will 
be eighteen positions to be filled at 
the first election, namely seven trus 
tees, seven school directors, assessor, 
marshal, treasurer and clerk. The 
last four will be voted lor generally, 
while the trustees and school direc 
tors will be elected by wards. 


The Board of Trustees should be 
selected from among the best men of 
the town, those who are honest and 
capable. 
From their number a Presi­ 
dent must be annually chosen. From 
the duties 
prescribed 
this 
officer 
should be one who, in addition to 
the other qualities required, has good 
executive ability. 
There will be a 
vast amount of work for him to per 
form, particularly as the style of gov 
ernment will be somewhat new and 
possibly the men elected, whom he 
will have to supervise, may be want 
ing in town government experience. 
The responsibility will be large, conse­ 
quently, as the president has to be 
chosen from the Board of Trustees 
there should be the very best tim­ 
ber to select from. 


While choosing particularly good 
men to the position of trustees other 
officers should be no less attended to 
Care should be taken that only first 
class men should be selected for the 
positions they are to fill 


One might say it is easy enough to 
say all of these things should be so 
and so but how are you always going 
to get the best men in these offices ? 
The way to accomplish the matter 
is to use the same kind and amount] 


It will be necessary to do some 
more work before the charter business 
is finally settled. 
THe matter of tak­ 
ing the measure to Sacramento ana 
placing it before the Legislature re­ 
quires some one or more who has 
had political experience and knows 
the shortest road to travel to get the 
longest way around. 


No 
doubt there are many who 
think they are capable and will volun­ 
teer their services. If the proper se­ 
lecting bodies are of the same way of 
thinking then entrust the business to 
them. It would be very bad to get 
on the ragged edge at this stage of 
proceedings. 
We trust 
that good 
judgment will prevail, also that who­ 
ever does have charge of the final 
business will bring it quickly to a 
successful issue.
